Give them due credit, the 
Tahitians intelligently employed a 
tight strategy as they endeavoured to 
hold off the obviously powerful 
‘Green and Gold’. 

Australia’s skipper, Aurelio 
Vidmar, scouting wide on the left 
drew first blood in the 17th minute, 
From the back post, Vidmar strongly.

chip by elegant midfielder Ned Zelic, 

Classy striker Paul Trimboli 
doubled the scoreline from close 
range three minutes before the break. 
Right wingback Matthew Bingley 
chipped into the box to Aurelio 
Vidmar, who unselfishly squared a 
flat pass across the face of goal, 
enabling ‘Trimmers’ to convert, 

Just seconds later, striker Graham 
Amnold’s off balance drive rattled the 


bar, 

In first half stoppage time, 
“Terrific Trimboli’, again grabbed 
another. He elegantly tilted himself 
off-ceatre 10 his left and classically, 
drove a Craig Moore cross into the 
target, 

Australia had to work hard for 
their goals as the Tahitians tightened 
up with a compact back-five behind 
their stacked midfield of four, 
content to play a sole striker in Maco

This tactic frustrated Australia, 
‘That's when the likes of Bingley, 
Zelic, Moore and Vidmar were 
forced to rifle in delicate chip shots 
‘over the top. 

Less than a minute after the break 
Amold scored Australia’s fourth goal 
following a great ‘feed’ from 
substitute Kris Trajanovski. 

Goal five for Australia came in 
the 66th minute, Robbie Hooker had.

outstanding 18 year old substitute 
goalkeeper Jimmy Tahutini, but 
Matty Bingley was well inside the 
box to easily tap in, 

Incredibly, the talentedTahutini 
played a season in France with

Again, Australia's boss Terry 
Venables refused to gloat over his 
team’s solid victory, stating that 
“This was a different sort of game to 
the first as the Solomon Islands tried 
to attack us, Tahiti played it tight and 
made it much harder for us. The first, 
half saw good movements and 
passing by us, but this was not so in 
the second half,” 

Australia’s captain Aurelio 
Vidmar, who played in the first 
session only, commented that “The 
Tahitians played tightly and denied 
us space. It was easier against the 
Solomons as they opened up and 
tried to come at us.”

The rule that allows the 
clubs to utilize these players 
on loan has been a 
controversial from day one, 

Tt seems that only the clubs 
are for it, but many people are 
‘against the idea of bringing in 
«player who will only play for 
a maximum of ten games. 

Paying their sometimes 
exorbitant wages is one thing 
that deflects clubs away from 
gaining players on a loan 
agreement. Some have been 
paid upwards of $800 a game, 

Where clubs can find this 
sort of money, when general 
tunning costs often outweigh 
gate takings and other 


incomings is astonishing, 

However, clubs who are 
Willing to take these higher 
paid players on often turn to 
Sponsors or supporters for 
‘donations’ to help make ends 
meet. 

Premier League clubs are 
allowed to register two players 
from Ericsson Cup clubs, 
whilst State and Provisional 
league clubs are prohibited 
from signing any at all, 

North Geelong Warriors, 
currently bottom of the table, 
have three players registered 
with them who played in the 
Ericsson Cup last season, 

John Didulica from Sydney 
United, and Melbourne 
Knights’ Damien Vojtek and 
Ante Deak have all played 
with the club so far this 
season, even though they are 
allowed only two players, 

Clubs have found all sorts 
of ways to exploit these rules, 
One way is for the Ericsson 
Cup club to transfer, not loan, 
the players to the Premier 
League clubs, 

‘Then, when the time the

Ericsson Cup club needs him 
back, the Premier League club 
he is playing for transfers him 
back, 

It is something that is quite 
common and will often work 
between clubs who have a 
friendly relationship, like 
North Geelong, who sold Deak 
to the Knights and Didulica to 
Sydney United. 

South Melbourne, unlike 
the Knights, haven’! been so 
free in loaning out there 
players. 

They have the recently 
acquired Con Boutsianis at 
Bentleigh Greens and two at 
Port Melbourne Sharks, 
George Goutzioulis and Alex 
Efstathiou. 

Efstathiou and Goutzioulis 
wouldn't cost as much to pay 
as an Ernie Tapai (who was 
briefly at Altona Magic) or 
Goran Lozanovski at Preston 
Lions. 

One coach who says that he 
can’t justify paying huge 
amounts to these players is 
Bulleen’s Michael Urukalo. 

Unukalo steadfastly refuses 


to get any players on loan to be 
paid big wages just to play in 
front of a couple of hundred 
spectators, 

Young players who may be 
in the senior squad are often 
sacrificed and pushed aside 
back into the reserves to make 
way for the incoming ‘stars’, 

‘Loan’ players have been 
criticized in the past for having 
little commitment to the clubs’ 
cause and for being less team 
players. 

With all these problems 
facing clubs with loan players, 
is it really worth it ? 

Apart from a few 
exceptions, loan players have 
been largely unsuccessful. 

The clubs look to these 
players to get them into the 
finals, or even to win the 
championship. 

Tt nearly worked for 
Sunshine a few years back 
when John Markoyski almost 
single-handedly guided them 
to the title, 

It was unlikely then, and it 
is just as unlikely to happen 
now.

J: Fusca, whose playing and 
administrative career spans the 
entire modern era of ACT Soccer, 
is celebrating the completion of 40 
years of service to the code, 

Quiet, unassuming and universally 
respected, the ACT Senior League 
chairman continues to play a key role 
in helping to bind up the wounds 
caused by the turmoil which beset 
Canberra Soccer in the early 1990s, 

Then clubs were thrown out of the 
competition for debts involving often 
paltry sums, and there was constant 
skirmishing between the federation’s 
executive and the grass roots. Today 
Fusca, 57, sums up his attitude as 
“giving the clubs a fair go”. 

The results are on the board, No 
club is currently even close to 
defaulting on its debts and the season 
is running smoothly, 

AAs the league’s top official Fusca 
has had to stand aside from Juventus, 
the club which has been a passion for 
so much of his life, 

The oldest child in an Ttalian 
migrant family which came to 
Canberra in 1954, he joined the then, 
‘Napoli club three years later, As a 17 
year old he was pitched straight into 
a first-grade competition then 
dominated by a Hungarian-backed 
side packed with ex-professionals 
who had fled the aftermath of the 
1956 Russian invasion of their 
country, 

‘The grounds, he said “were mostly 
cow paddocks, but there were huge 
crowds compared to these days, up to 
6,000 for big games.” 

People in the Italian community 
would attend church on Sunday 
mornings, rush home for lunch, then 
out to the game. “Soccer kept us 
together,” he said. 

Soccer, but not always the same 
name to follow, Napoli changed to 
Roma and, in 1962, to Juventus, 
Fusca played through the 1960s then 
joined the committee, first as 
treasurer before beginning, in 1972, 
an unprecedented 18 year term as 
president. 


Joe Fusca: With ACT Soccer in one guise or another for 40 years, 


Tt was a period of highs and lows, 
In 1973 Juventus became the first 
Canberra club to tour New Zealand, 
playing five games in 10 days. “We 
also had a couple of trips to 
‘Tasmania and two to Fiji,” he said, 

At about this time the club faced a 
crisis when coach Frank Maccarone. 
left to join Inter Monaro, taking 
several key players with him, 

“We were in a bit of a mess, then 
Charles De Angelis, a member of our 
committee who was a travel agent, 
suggested we import some top 
players from Fiji,” Fusca said. 

‘The result was the appearance at 
the club of Michael Tuilawa, Erie 
Johns and Vula Wata, the latter a 
goalkeeper who converted to be one 
of the best strikers in the league, 

‘They were golden years during 
which the club was never out of the 
top four and rarely missed picking up 
at least one trophy in a season, but by 
the early 1990s the committee was 
getting older and some of the top 


players were retiring, 

Juventus slipped out of the top 
four and, in the early 1990s, finished 
bottom of the competition. 

The proud record of past times 
counted for nothing as the Federation 
administration pushed for Juventus’ 
permanent exclusion from the top 
division under a franchised “major 
club” structure, 

Joe remains only as an unot , 
but often consulted, adviser while he 
concentrates on his league duties, He 
is optimistic, both for Juventus and 
the game in general, 

“I think the club will continue. We 
are forging links in the new town of 
Gungahlin, and already sponsor some 
junior teams there, 

‘And the future? “I'm enjoying my 
spell as chairman, and I think I'd like

Yet behind the disappointing, even 
embarassing scoreline, lies a concept much 
more important than individual results — 
motive, the plan, the purpose and direction 
— all part of the bigger picture of where the 
Australian team is headed in the longer 
term. 

To move forward, to gain continual 
improvement, a coach needs to try new 
things with his team, experiment, take risks, 
gamble even, Australian Coa 

Brown, in hig first assignment at the helm, 
made the bold move to take the game to the 
champion USA outfit, which on this initial 
‘occasion fell short and backfired, 

There are obviously many areas which 
need much improvement, but gaining the 
international experience of a team the likes 
of the USA, can only come over a matter of 
years, nothing will be achieved overnight, 

A tour such as this is invaluable to the 
fledging Australians, for the situations it 
presents on the road, the pressures of 
tournament play, the highs and the lows, the 
lesson to be learned, 

With the injury toll claiming players of 
the calibre of Joanne Peters, Sarah Cooper, 
Tracey Wheeler, Sacha Wainwright, Louise 
McMurtrie, Kelly Golebiowski, and Dianne 
Alagich, the team was understrength from 
the start. Then the loss of Cheryl Salisbury 
and Bridgette Starr before and during the 
tour compounded the situation, 

“The number of injuries allowed some 
new faces to show themselves,” said Brown, 
“Some that would not get a chance 
normally, got their chance. And some of 
them did exceptionally well.”

A ustralia has returned from its tour 


gave the Australians an important first up 
hitout before tackling the US Cup. Brown 
was more than pleased with the 
performance, which ended in a 1-0 win to 
the USA. 

“When you consider players like Peters, 
Alagich and Golebiowski would've been 
eligible too, maybe we could have won this 
match,” said Brown, “As it was, we came 
close to a draw. We matched them in ability 
and were very competitive. The only 
downside was that Bridgette injured her 
knee which ended her touy.” 

“Alicia Ferguson and Amy Taylor in 
particular are starting to show they've got 
what it takes, that they can handle i 
level.

Australia made a good start, and probably 
had as many chances on goal as did the 
Italians, but failed to translate it onto the 
scoreboard, As the game progressed, Italy 
grew in confidence and were rewarded with 
3-0 victory. “If we'd put our chances away 
early, things would have been different. 
Typically, Italy argued over everything, 
even when they went ahead, so if we'd 
scored early on, that would have really 
rattled them, 

“We all came off disappointed, knowing 
we'd had even chances but didn’t put them 
away. They scored theirs, we didn’t. I was 
really disappointed we didn’t have the 
confidence in our ability to come back at 
them. That’s what let us down, we should 
have done better, but we didn’t believe in 


ourselves.” 


ON TO NEW 
ENGLAND 


On to Pennsylvania and the next 
challenge against Olympic champions USA, 
who had comprehensively defeated Canada 
4-0 in their opening maich, Of course, many 
of the Australians had played the US before 
‘with promising results, and were determined 
to go at them. 

“We were confident that if we went at 
them and pressured on their defence, we 
could make an impact, so we started with 
three up front with the view that if things 
changed, we'd revert to a 4-4-2." 

Daring to take the field armed with this 
attacking strategy, the Aussies made their 
presence felt against the best there is. For 
the opening fifteen minutes, the underdogs 
created problems for the home side, putting 
them under a lot of pressure. “We pinned 
them down in their half and earned some 
good efforts on goal,” recalled Brown. “So 
we started really well. But when they broke 
quickly, we didn’t get back, and pull people 
in behind them. After two or three-nil, you 
could see we'd gone, we'd lost it.” 

Brown pulled it back to 4-4-2 in an 
attempt to get bodies back behind the ball, 
and salvage something from the situation. 
“But by that time, we were mentally 
destroyed, with nothing we could do about 
it.” 


Half-time was used to try to re-organise 
the side, but not a lot was forthcoming from 
the distraught players, The plan became to 
just stop them and attack whenever there 
was the possibility, “We were then a bit 
more organised and aggressive. That had 
been missing in the first half — we took 
what was given, and let them come at us. 
The second half was better, but the damage 
had already been done.” 

‘There had been reports that USA were 
playing some of the best football ever, and 
Australia certainly witnessed that first hand. 
“To be fair, all their goals were excellent 
plays — there were no tap-ins, they were on 
fire,” told Brown, “Their first half is the best 
I've ever seen USA play, they shot us to 
pieces.” 

Australia suffered a further last-minute 
setback with a neck injury to midfielder 
Shelley Youman during warm-up, and with 
Starr also out, the side lost a lot of that 
aggression needed. It was Taylor in the end, 
coming off the bench, who restored some of 
that physical presence. 

Despite the shock of such a huge defeat, 
Brown says he had absolutely no problem in 
motivating the team afterwards. Obyiously 
they were disappointed, but creditably they 
turned things around and fired themselves 
up for the last match, not wanting to home 
without a win on the board, 


BETTER SHOWING 
AGAINST CANADA 


The Australians dominated play against 
‘Canada, but still had great trouble finding 
the back of the net early in the game, to put 
the team under pressure. Then against the 
run of play it was Canada who took the lead. 
Four or five goal area chances were 
squandered before one fortunately found the 
target for Australia before half-time, With 
the score level 2-2 at full-time, the Aussies’ 
dominance finally counted with a golden 
goal in extra time, 

“We made it hard for ourselves — clear 
cut chances that you would expect to put 
away,” said Brown, “Fortunately we created 
enough chances to win in the end. There 
was no way we were going to lose that 
game — you could tell from the start. If 
we'd gone into the Italy match that way, it 
might have all been different.” 

‘The experiences to come out of this tour 
can only come from being there against 
quality opposition and in the thick of it. The 
lessons brought home are a vital part of the 
education process, and a foundation upon 
which to build and improve.

Amy 
showed an aggression that Some others were 
lacking a bit. Alicia Ferguson is very 
confident for one so young, and effective in 
her play.” 

“We've all learned much from this,” 
added Brown, “You can't take any game 
lightly at international level, and to miss 
chances makes things difficult. It was good 
foor me, 10 get a good look at all the players. 
In pressure situations, it was good to sce 
how they react to that from my point of 
view.” 


ASSESSING THE 
LESSONS 


Another benefit was certainly exposure to 
the three different styles of the US Cup 
opposition teams, “Italy are like their men’s 
team — aggressive and skilful. And if you 
ask the players about it now, we should beat 
them next time,” said Brown, 

“USA realise they too are getting fairly 
predictable, and tried out different systems 
against us, and we found it difficult to adapt, 
Canada were fairly basic in their play. When 
‘we go into a match, we need to be able to 
make adjustments. This was a big lesson to 
us, we found it hard to adapt.” 

‘Brown's overall objective for the tour 
Was to move the Australians’ game up a 
step. “I gave the players a bit more 
responsibility on the park. When defending, 
to get people back; in attack, push people 
forward. I asked them to take more 
responsibility, but we didn’t organise as 
well as we should have and didn’t talk 
much, and we found it difficult to adjust.” 

“But we're going to have to. Teams are 
becoming less and less predictable. Players 
need to be able to think on their feet. The 
US team is able to adjust the game 
themselves without anyone yelling from the 
bench. With a big crowd, you can’t hear the

‘opportunity, “None of the other sides took 
the game to USA. I still believe the way to 
go is to go at them, but you've got to adjust 
when they come at you,” he explained. Italy 
and Canada sat back and never looked like 
scoring, whereas in our first fiteen minutes, 
we looked good.” 

“The US Coach could see we were trying 
to take the game to them, but unfortunately 
we didn’t defend as we would normally, We 
were thinking in attacking mode, but when 
we lost possession, we left it to the 
defenders to clean it up, We were looking to 
everyone else to cover, instead of doing it 
ourselves, It was a good lesson for the 
players and for me, I now know much more 
‘about how much they can take at once. It's 
‘going to be a slow process, but I still believe 
it’s the way we need to go, attack their 
backline, and in defence, get behind the 
ball.” 

“We could have just played as we always 
do and got a respectable result,” added 
Brown. “But the players really enjoyed 
playing three up front, and we felt we were 
achieving something. There were probably 
similar statistics to our last matches against 
USA, but this time they put away their 
chances,” 

“T would say Italy and Canada would 
have learned nothing from their matches 
against the US. We at least learned that 
when we go at their defence, they struggle. 
For instance, USA played one back pass in 
the goal area, they panicked.” 

Just one goal down, Lisa Dunne almost 
equalised for Australia, but was denied by a 
tremendous save by the keeper.

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Weird & Wonderful 


years 1922-1923 


fter the dramatic changes of the 

last two years, this season was 

one of stability in terms of 
entrants in the Football League. 
Liverpool were clear winners of the 
title with Sunderland as runners-up, 
Huddersfield were third and were 
about to amaze everybody — but for 
now — Liverpool had successfully 
retained the top spot in Division One, 

Liverpool's only loss at home was a 0-2 
defeat against Newcastle. Dick Forshaw was 
ever present over the two seasons that 
Liverpool won the League, an incredible 
feat even in those days. Top scorer in 
Division One was Charlie Buchan of 
Sunderland with an impressive 30 goals, 

At the bottom, Stoke and Oldham both 
finished on 30 points. For Stoke it was a 
brief return to the top flight, although their 
rivals for the promotion place the previous 
season, Barnsley, only finished mid-table in 
Division Two. 

The second promotion spot was a tightly 
fought affair. Both West Ham and Leicester 
finished equal on 51 points after Leicester 
had fost 0-2 away at Bury in their last game 
and West Ham had gone down 0-1 to Notts 
County, thereby handing the North East 
Midlands club the title. Their goal difference 
saw the Hammers go up. 

At the bottom, Rotherham and Walves 
were relegated into the regionalised 
Division Three North and South. 

Southern Champions of Division Three by 
a clear margin were Bristol City, helped by 
the goals of Albert Fairclough, This proved 
to many, the gulf that existed between the 
second and third divisions, Bradford had 
also challenged for the top spot in the 
Northern section but they were outgunned 
by Nelson, a team who had only joined the 
league a season previous. This was their 
only triumph in their history, for by 1932

At the bottom of South were Newport 
County and in the North, Durham County 
came last. 

In the FA Cup, history was made as the 
final was was played at Wembley Stadium 
for the first time. In the fourth round, Bolton 
defeated Charlton, Sheffield United were 
victors over QPR; Tottenham lost at home to 
Derby County and all by one goal to nil. 
The other game saw West Ham beat 
Southampton by the same scoreline after 
two 1-1 draws. The semi finals saw Bolton 
gain one place in the final after a 1-0 
scoreline aver Sheffield United and after a 
5-2 win over Derby County, they were to 
meet West Ham United at Wembley. 

The final is probably the most famous 
ever. Officially, the attendance was 126,047 
but there were many thousands more, in 
fact, up to an extra 100,000 more! The 
crowd spilled over onto the playing area 
and the Police tried to push them back. The 
Police did a fantastic job and the ever to be 
known ‘white horse’ was aut there on the 
‘ground trying to keep the field of play clear. 

Both teams were affected by the scenes 
and the game was played under some 
psychological distraction. Within two 
minutes of the start the crowd were spilling 
onto the field of play once more when 


again with the ball bouncing into the net 
and then back out but the goal was 
awarded. It was the club’s first FA Cup. 

In the Southern League, it was Bristol Cit 
who took out the English section with 
Boscombe's first team as runners-up (now 
Bournemouth). New teams in this section 
were, Torquay United, Yeovil and Petter. 

Welsh champions were Ebbw Vale. Porth 
Athletic did not win a game in their 12 
game season. Compared to Vale’s 12 
‘games, City’s Reserves had played 38. The 
clash to decide the champions saw Ebbw 
Vale win 2-1 and so take the Southern 
League Championship to Wales for the very 
first time. 

In Scotland, the title went back across 
town to Rangers, who were five points clear 
of surprise packets Airdrie, Celtic finished 
an uncustomary third, At the bottom, Alloa 
and Albion Rovers were relegated, to be 
replaced by Queens Park and Clydebank. 
These two sides had only been relegated a 
season before but ran away with Division 
Two, 

Three sides in Division Two were 
deducted two points for fielding ineligible 
players. Clackmannan (my favourite name!) 
and Dundee Hibs left the league, meaning 
the two leagues now had twenty sides each. 

In the Scottish FA Cup, Rangers had 
tumbled in the second round to Ayr United. 
The semis saw Celtic play Motherwell and 
Hibernian take on Third Lanark. Celtic won 
2-0 whilst Hibs inflicted a 1-0 defeat on 
Third Lanark. The Final, played on March 
31, 1923, saw a Celtic win as they beat 
Hibs 1-0 at Hampden Park. 


England Down Ireland at the 
Hawrhorns 


On October 21, 1922, England played a 
full international match at the Hawthorns, 
home of West Bromwich Albion, 

At this time, Wembley was in the 
planning stage and England met their 
opponents at a variety of grounds around 
the country. 

In this match, Ireland lost thanks to Harry 
Chambers, who scored both goals for 
England. Over 20,000 rapt spectators were 


at the game.

xactly a year before it starts the defence 
of the World Cup, Brazil erased any 
‘doubts about its quality with an assured 
1-0 win over England last week in the Tournoi 
de France at the Pare des Princes. 

Despite the narrow win, Brazil generally 
outplayed a weary England on a sultry night that 
Suited the Brazilians more than their opponents. 

Glenn Hoddle’steam defended resolutely, and 
battled for every ball, but the demands of a long 
season appeared to have finally caught up with 
th 


em. 


Once Romario scored after 61 minutes, it was 
hard to see England equalising, though they 
finished the tournoi in Paris on a high — if 
bittersweet — note with wins oyer Italy and 
France guaranteeing them first piace. 

Incredibly, this was their first win in an 


international tournament since the 1966 World 


match on his home club ground for PSG, 
provided a perfecily-weighted through ball for 
Romario on the left of the England penalty area. 

He eluded a despairing lunge from Gareth 
Southgate to strike with the outside of his right 
foot, the ball bouncing into the net off David 
Seaman's far post.

England coach Glenn Hoddle commented, “It was a good lesson 
for us, We were a bit tired. We defended well but we need more 
balance in the side,” 

Brazil's superiority on the night was best illustrated by its 15 
comers to England’s two, seven of them in the first six minutes, 

It was only their all-round improvement under coach Glenn 
Hoddle that allowed itto stay level as long as it did.
